sent a reply so evasive in character as to be 
virtually no reply at all. 
The British Charge d’Affaires in Madrid 
was yesterday instructed to present a 
further note on the subject, couched in 
urgent terms, asking for a declaration of 
It is believed, if the re- 
ply is unsatisfactory, England will retort 
by shutting her ports for coal 
belligerents. The fear of such reprisal is 
the only influence England can now exert 
in Madrid, where her attitude is so bitterly 
resented that there is a loud press and 
popular demand that all English as well as 
American correspondents be conducted to 
the frontier. 
Mr. Balfour hopes to have Spain’s answer 
by Monday, and unless there is a change in 
the temper of the Madrid Cabinet, it is fully 
believed the answer, despite the probable 
consequences, will be unfavorable. 
It is significant that the Spanish naval 
commission in London consented in at least 
two cases to consider applications from Eng- 
lish adventurers for letters of marque, and 
when warned by the British government 
against committing any breach 
neutraliyt laws, advised the applicants to 
address themselves direct to Madrid. 
I learn from a member of Parliament that | 
one projected privateering syndicate was 
to send an eighteen-knot steamer, fitted with 
a few small quick-firing and Nordenfelt 
guns, to the Pacific coast with the idea of 
making a descent upon Seattle at the time 
the miners are flocking down from the 
Klondike with their hoards.

SAMPSON NOW A REAR ADMIRAL. 


He Is Promoted Temporarily in Order 
to Avoid Possible Complications 
7 While in Command. 


Washington, D. C., April 22.—The Secretary 
ot the Navy has finally decided to tempo- 
rarily appoint Captain Sampson, now in 
command of the north Atlantic squadron, 
The nomination, for it is 
believed it will be necessary to make a nom- 
ination even for a temporary appointment, 
will be submitted to the Senate very soon. 
By this action the department. will 
jump Captain Sampson, 
third in the list of Captains, over not only 
the two Captains preceding him but over the 
ten Commodores of the next grade above 
and below that of Rear Admiral. 
plained, however, that the appointment be- 
ing only temporary, the superior officers will 
lose nothing by this, for when he relinquishes 
the command of the squadron Rear Admiral 
Sampson will again become Captain Samp- 
son and retain his number in the register. 
The purpose of thus increasing the rank of 
Captain Sampson is to prevent the confusion 
and disarrangement that would result should 
he fall in with one of the other naval com- 
manders now in north Atlantic waters. 
Having selected Captain Sampson originally 
for the command of the squadron it is not 
deemed by the department good policy to 
chance an unexpected change of command- 
ers. 
Were Sampson to remain plain Captain 
Sampson and should Commodore Howell 
with his patrol fleet, or Commodore Schley 
with his flying squadron, either by accident 
or by orders, come in contact with the north 
Atlantic squadron, under the naval regula- 
tions the senior officer would command the 
entire force and rank Captain Sampson. It 
is to avoid this that the additional rank is to 
be conferred upon Captain Sampson.

SPAIN MAY SOON HAVE REVENGE 


Enemy’s Gunboat Watching for Mer- 
chant Vessels on the Way from 
South America. 


New York, April 22.—[Special.]—The cap- 
ture of the Spanish ship Buena Ventura by 
the Nashville may not long be unavenged. 
No less than fifteen American vessels are 
either due to arrive, or are now loaded and 
ready to sail at the ports of Buenos Ayres, 
Montevideo, and Rio Grande do Sul. 

Somewhere off the coast of Argentina, sup- 
posedly near Montevideo, a Spanish gun- 
boat Temerario is lurking about; waiting for 
a chance to strike a blow at the American 


‘merchant marine. It knows ere this of the 


declaration of war, and its officers and crew 
will be on the qui vive to sink or capture 
and make prisoners of all the defenseless 
American ships they can overhaul. 

The Temerario is not a large vessel, but 
it has speed and carries formidable arma- 
ment, aside from the torpedo tubes. It is 
190 feet long, measures 570 tons, and has 
2,600 horse power in the engine-room. It 
mounts two . T-inch Honeria rifles, four 2.2- 
inch quick firing rifles, and one machine 
gun. The Rull is of steel and it carries a 
crew of nearly 200 men. It was built in Car- 
tagena in 1889, and developed 20.5 knots 
speed on the trials. ; 
Though coal is adjudged contraband of 
war by European nations, the Temerario 
will have no trouble in filling its bunkers 
whenever it needs to do so at any of the 
Portuguese or Spanish-American ports along 
the South American coast. . 
All the American ships reported due in 
these waters are sailing ships. None could 
hope to outrun the fleet gunboat—not one | 
could make the slightest resistance. Ves-
